EXPLANATION  OF  THE  BILL 

H.  R.  6198,  if  enacted  as  amended  by  the  committee,  would  au¬ 
thorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  to  exclude  not  more  than  10  acres  of  land  from  the 
Sequoia  National  Park.  The  land  so  excluded  would  become  a  part 
of  the  Sequoia  National  Game  Refuge  within  the  Sequoia  National 
Forest. 

Summer  home  permits  were  granted  by  the  Forest  Service  about  30 
years  ago  to  a  few  people  on  this  land,  which  was  then  believed  to  be

national  forest  land.  Subsequent  boundary  surveys  indicated  that 
these  summer  home  sites  were  located  in  the  park.  The  proposed 
transfer  of  land  from  the  park  to  the  national  forest  would  permit 
the  cabin  owners  on  the  land  to  continue  the  use  of  the  property  in 
accordance  with  their  permits. 

No  appropriation  of  Federal  funds  is  authorized  by  this  legislation. 

COMMITTEE  AMENDMENTS 

The  amendment  adopted  by  the  committee  in  effect  deletes  section  1 
of  the  bill  as  introduced.  Section  1  authorized  the  exclusion  of  ap¬ 
proximately  6,000  acres  of  land  from  the  Sequoia  National  Park  and 
the  addition  thereof  to  the  Sequoia  National  Forest.  The  committee 
has  deferred  further  consideration  of  this  proposal  until  interested 
parties  have  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  areas  which  would  be 
excluded  from  the  park.

Dear  Mr.  Engle:  Your  committee  has  requested  a  report  on  H.  R. 
6198,  a  bill  to  exclude  certain  lands  from  the  Sequoia  National  Park, 
in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes. 

We  recommend  the  enactment  of  this  bill. 

H.  R.  6198  would  (1)  exclude  an  area  of  approximately  6,000  acres 
from  the  southern  part  of  the  park  and  (2)  authorize  the  exclusion  of 
a  small  tract  of  land  not  to  exceed  10  acres  in  size  located  along  the 
boundary  in  the  central  part  of  the  park.  All  of  the  land  to  be  ex¬ 
cluded  is  federally  owned  and  would  be  added  to  Sequoia  National  ( 
Forest. 

The  first  proposed  exclusion,  in  the  Dennison  Ridge-Soda  Butte 
section  of  the  park,  would  result  from  placing  the  boundary  line  along 
the  hydrographic  divide  between  the  South  Fork  of  the  Kaweah  River 
on  the  north  and  the  Tule  River  and  Little  Kern  River  on  the  south. 
The  present  boundary  in  this  location  follows  a  township  line,  minor 
divides  and  straight  line  sections  and  is  located  mainly  along  the  steep, 
south  slopes  of  the  ridges.  The  proposed  boundary  would  follow  a 
natural  feature  which  could  be  readily  identified  on  the  ground.  It 
would  be  a  better  fire-protection  line  and  could  be  more  adequately 
patrolled  by  the  park  staff.  Also,  as  hunting  and  cattle  grazing  are 
both  permitted  in  the  national  forest  south  of  the  park,  cattle  tres¬ 
passing  and  hunting  violations  have  become  quite  common  in  the 
section  of  the  park  planned  for  exclusion.  A  natural  boundary  along 
the  main  divides  would  unquestionably  make  possible  much  better 
control  of  future  hunting  and  cattle  trespassing.  We  believe  the  lands 
proposed  for  exclusion  are  not  necessary  for  park  purposes  and  that 
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the  proposed  boundary  would  improve  the  protection  and  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  section  of  the  park. 

Exclusion  of  a  small  tract  of  no  more  than  10  acres  of  land  at 
Cabin  Cove  is  desirable  to  correct  a  situation  wherein  summer  home 
permits  were  granted  by  the  United  States  Forest  Service  about  30 
years  ago  to  a  half  dozen  people  on  what  was  assumed  to  be  national 
forest  land.  Later  boundary  surveys  indicated  that  these  summer 
homesites  were  located  in  the  park.  The  proposed  exclusion  would 
eliminate  these  cabins  from  the  park  and  place  them  in  the  national 
forest.  Administration  of  the  park  would  thus  be  simplified  and  the 
cabin  owners  would  be  allowed  to  continue  the  use  of  the  property  in 
accordance  with  their  permits. 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  officially  approved  these  two 
boundary  revisions  on  February  16,  1956.  Local  support  was  expressed 
at  a  public  hearing  at  Visalia,  Calif.,  in  the  fall  of  1955 ;  and  the  principal 
western  conservation  groups  endorsed  these  proposals  at  a  meeting 
)n  June  3,  1955. 

Enactment  of  this  proposed  legislation  would  not  result  in  any 
appreciable  change  in  budgetary  requirements. 

We  have  been  advised  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  that  there 
would  be  no  objection  to  the  submission  of  this  report  to  your 
committee.

which  is  located  the  principal  place  of  busi¬ 
ness  or  principal  office  or  agency  of  the  cor¬ 
poration;  or  if  it  has  no  principal  place  of 
business  or  principal  office  or  agency  in  any 
judicial  district  (A)  in  the  judicial  district 
in  which  is  located  the  office  to  which  was 
made  the  return  of  the  tax  in  respect  of 
which  the  claim  is  made,  or  (B)  if  no  return 
was  made,  in  the  judicial  district  in  which 
lies  the  District  of  Columbia.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  para¬ 
graph  a  district  court,  for  the  convenience 
of  the  parties  and  witnesses,  in  the  interest 
of  justice,  may  transfer  any  such  action  to 
any  other  district  or  division.”

Mr.  KEATING.  Mr.  Speaker,  H.  Ry 
9817  is  a  bill  designed  to  remove  exist 
ing  confusion  as  to  the  court  in  which''  a 
corporation  is  required  to  bring  sui#  for 
a  tax  refund. 

Present  law  simply  states  that  such  an 
action  be  instituted  either  in  the  Court 
of  Claims  or  in  the  judicial  district  where 
the  plaintiff  resides.  / 

Unfortunately,  the  courts  have  differed 
as  to  what  this  means.  Aome  have  in¬ 
terpreted  it  to  mean  tl^at  a  corporation 
may  bring  suit  only  hi  the  judicial  dis¬ 
trict  in  which  it  is  incorporated.  Others 
have  held  that  it , may  also  sue  in  any 
district  in  which7  it  is  doing  business. 
One  court  has/iuled  that  it  may  sue 
wherever  it  is'1  licensed  to  do  business, 
whether  or  pot  it  actually  is  conducting 
business  in  that  district. 

To  eliminate  this  uncertainly,  H.  R. 
9817  would  amend  section  1402  of  title 
28,  United  States  Code,  to  provide  that 
a  corporation  most  sue  for  tax  refund 
only  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  is 


located  its  principal  place  of  business,  if 
it  has  one  within  any  judicial  district. 
If  it  does  not,  it  must  sue  in  the  district 
in  which  it  made  its  tax  return.  If  no 
return  was  made,  the  corporation  would 
be  required  to  bring  suit  in  the  judicial 
district  in  which  lies  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia.  To  avoid  undue  hardship  to 
parties  or  witnesses,  liberal  provision  is 
made  for.  removing  the  venue,  in  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  court,  to  another  judicial 
district. 

This  bill  is  recommended  and  sup¬ 
ported  by  the  Judicial  Conference  of  the 
United  States  and  the  American  Bar 
Association.  In  the  interests  of  impr'ov- 
ing  the  administration  of  justice  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned,  I  urge  the  sup¬ 
port  of  every  Member  for  enactment  of 
this  legislation.

The  Committee  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  6198)  to  exclude  certain  lands  from  the  Sequoia  Na¬ 
tional  Park,  in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes,  having 
considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment 
and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

EXPLANATION  OF  THE  BILL 

H.  R.  6198,  if  enacted  as  amended  by  the  committee,  would  au¬ 
thorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  to  exclude  not  more  than  10  acres  of  land  from  the 
Sequoia  National  Park.  The  land  so  excluded  would  become  a  part 
of  the  Sequoia  National  Game  Refuge  within  the  Sequoia  National 
Forest. 

Summer  home  permits  were  granted  by  the  Forest  Service  about  30 
years  ago  to  a  few  people  on  this  land,  which  was  then  believed  to  be 
national  forest  land.  Subsequent  boundary  surveys  indicated  that 
these  summer  home  sites  were  located  in  the  park.  The  proposed 
transfer  of  land  from  the  park  to  the  national  forest  would  permit 
the  cabin  owners  on  the  land  to  continue  the  use  of  the  property  in 
accordance  with  then'  permits. 

No  appropriation  of  Federal  funds  is  authorized  by  this  legislation. 

AGENCY  REPORT

Dear  Mr.  Engle:  Your  committee  has  requested  a  report  on  H.  R. 
6198,  a  bill  to  exclude  certain  lands  from  the  Sequoia  National  Park, 
in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes. 

We  recommend  the  enactment  of  this  bill. 

H.  R.  6198  would  (1)  exclude  an  area  of  approximately  6,000  acres 
from  the  southern  part  of  the  park  and  (2)  authorize  the  exclusion  of 
a  small  tract  of  land  not  to  exceed  10  acres  in  size  located  along  the 
boundary  in  the  central  part  of  the  park.  All  of  the  land  to  be  ex¬ 
cluded  is  federally  owned  and  would  be  added  to  Sequoia  National 
Forest. 

The  first  proposed  exclusion,  in  the  Dennison  Ridge-Soda  Butte 
section  of  the  park,  would  result  from  placing  the  boundary  line' along 
the  hydrographic  divide  between  the  South  Fork  of  the  Kaweah  River 
on  the  north  and  the  Tule  River  and  Little  Kern  River  on  the  south. 
The  present  boundary  in  this  location  follows  a  township  line,  minor 
divides,  and  straight-line  sections  and  is  located  mainly  along  the  steep 
south  slopes  of  the  ridges.  The  proposed  boundary  would  follow  a 
natural  feature  which  could  be  readily  identified  on  the  ground.  It 
would  be  a  better  fire-protection  line  and  could  be  more  adequately 
patrolled  by  the  park  staff.  Also,  as  hunting  and  cattle  grazing  are 
both  permitted  in  the  national  forest  south  of  the  park,  cattle  tres¬ 
passing  and  hunting  violations  have  become  quite  common  in  the 
section  of  the  park  planned  for  exclusion.  A  natural  boundary  along 
the  main  divides  would  unquestionably  make  possible  much  better 
control  of  future  hunting  and  cattle  trespassing.  We  believe  the  lands 
proposed  for  exclusion  are  not  necessary  for  park  purposes  and  that 
the  proposed  boundary  would  improve  the  protection  and  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  section  of  the  park. 

Exclusion  of  a  small  tract  of  no  more  than  10  acres  of  land  at  Cabin 
Cove  is  desirable  to  correct  a  situation  wherein  summer-home  permits 
were  granted  by  the  United  States  Forest  Service  about  30  years  ago 
to  a  half-dozen  people  on  what  was  assumed  to  be  national-forest  land. 
Later  boundary  surveys  indicated  that  these  summer  homesites  were 
located  in  the  park.  The  proposed  exclusion  would  eliminate  these 
cabins  from  the  park  and  place  them  in  the  national  forest.  Adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  park  would  thus  be  simplified  and  the  cabin  owners 
would  be  allowed  to  continue  the  use  of  the  property  in  accordance 
with  their  permits. 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  officially  approved  these  two 
boundary  revisions  on  February  16,  1956.  Local  support  was  ex¬ 
pressed  at  a  public  hearing  at  Visalia,  Calif.,  in  the  fall  of  1955;  and 
the  principal  western  conservation  groups  endorsed  these  proposals 
at  a  meeting  on  June  3,  1955. 

Enactment  of  this  proposed  legislation  would  not  result  in  any 
appreciable  change  in  budgetary  requirements.

DEVELOPMENT  OF  INDEPENDENCE 
NATIONAL  HISTORICAL  PARK 

The  bill  (H.  R.  1244)  to  provide  for 
the  development,  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior,  of  Independence  National  His¬ 
torical  Park,  and  for  other  Purposes,  was 
announced  as  next  in  ordert 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  present  consideration  of 
the  bill?  / 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Senate 
proceeded  to  consider  the  bill. 

Mr.  CLARK.  jMr.  President,  this  bill, 
which  comes  fvom  the  Committee  on  In¬ 
terior  and  Ij/sular  Affairs,  provides  for 
the  development  of  Independence  Na¬ 
tional  Historical  Park,  in  Philadelphia. 
By  the  aA,  of  June  28,  1948,  certain  lands 
were  authorized  to  be  acquired — by  pur¬ 
chaser donation,  or  otherwise. 

Hr  is  desired  that  certain  additional 
lajflds  be  authorized  to  be  acquired  in 
similar  fashion. 

r  I  have  introduced  Senate  bill  4216  for 
that  purpose;  and  my  colleague  from 
Pennsylvania,  in  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives,  Representative  James  Byrne, 
has  introduced  an  identical  bill,  H.  R. 
12720.  That  bill  has  been  approved  by 
the  House  committee,  and  is  supported 
by  the  administration,  including  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Interior. 

I  have  just  now  cleared  this  matter 
with  my  distinguished  friend,  the  junior 
Senator  from  Wyoming  [Mr. 
O’Mahoney],  who  represents  our  com¬ 
mittee  in  this  regard.  He  has  indicated 
that  the  committee  would  approve  either 
my  bill  or  House  bill  12720,  which  are 
identical  in  language,  if  I  were  to  offer 
either  of  them  as  an  amendment  to  the 
pending  bill,  to  constitute  an  additional 
section  of  it. 

Accordingly,  Mr.  President,  I  send  to 
the  desk  an  amendment  which  I  ask  to 
have  stated,  and  to  have  included  as 
section  3  of  the  bill.

nCMr>CLARK.  Mr.  President,  I  should 
like  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  and 
gratitude'io  my  friend,  the  Senator  from 
Wyoming,  lor  his  consideration  in  this 
regard ;  and  1  should  also  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  my 
good  friend  on  fee  other  side  of  the  aisle 
[Mr.  Hruska],  who  has  also  agreed  to 
the  amendment,  Nin  order  that  this 
needed  procedure  m^y  be  taken  to  ex¬ 
pedite  the  matter  at  issue. 

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  President,  will  the 
Senator  from  Pennsylvania  yield  to  me?

Christ 
Church,  in  Philadelphia,  as  the  Senator 
from  Oregon  knows,  is  one  of  the  old,  his¬ 
torical  landmarks.  Christ  Church  ceme¬ 
tery  is  where  Benjamin  Franklin  is 
buried.  The  amendment  merely  au¬ 
thorizes  the  acquisition  of  sufficient  ad¬ 
ditional  property,  so  that  access  to 
Christ  Church  and  the  historical  shrine 
where  so  many  distinguished  Americans 
are  buried  can  properly  be  protected  as 
a  part  of  this  great  national  historical 
pai'k. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  The 
question  is  on  agreeing  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Senator  from  Pennsylvania 
[Mr.  Clark].

The  bill  (H.  R.  2689)  to  provid^  for 
the  conveyance  of  all  right,  titL^;  and 
interest  of  the  United  States  inrand  to 
certain  real  property  to  Stella  Vusich 
was  announced  as  next  in  orflfer. 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER.  Is  there 
objection  to  the  present  consideration  of 
the  bill? 

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  president,  I  have 
no  objection  to  the  bjfl;  but  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  to  have  printed  at  this 
point  in  the  Record  a  statement  I  have 
prepared  concerning  it. 

There  beine/no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows: 

Sta^ment  by  Senator  Morse 
H.  R.  2c89  would  authorize  the  conveyance 
of  all  yght,  title,  and  interest  of  the  United 
Statearin  and  to  certain  real  property  to  a 
Stella  Vusich. 


The  purpose  of  the  bill  is  to  remove  a 
cloud  on  the  title  to  the  land  in  question. 
The  United  States,  however,  reserves  all 
rights  to  oil,  gas,  and  other  minerals  in  the 
land. 

According  to  the  committee  report,  the 
land  was  part  of  a  right-of-way  granted  to 
the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  under  an  act 
of  1871.  The  railroad  did  not  use  the  right- 
of-way  and  apparently  disposed  of  it.  An 
act  of  1922,  however,  validates  such  disposi¬ 
tions  only  if  the  right-of-way  is  abandoned 
or  forfeited  by  decree  of  a  court  of  compe¬ 
tent  jurisdiction  or  act  of  Congress.  The 
land  was  not  abandoned  in  this  manner. 

This  bill  is  similar  to  many  other  bills 
passed  by  Congress  in  the  past  few  years,  and 
is  designed  merely  to  remove  a  cloud  on  the 
title. 

No  objection  of  Morse  formula  is  involved.

Certain  tract  of  land  formerly  conyeyed 
rto  it  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
shall  be  quitclaimed  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Kentucky  was  announced  as 
next  in  order. 

Mr.  MORSE.  Mr.  President,  H.  R. 
4503  provides  that  all  interests  of  the 
United  States  in  approximately  12  acres 
of  land  located  in  Kentucky  shall  be  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky 
without  consideration. 

The  Department  of  the  Army  reports 
that  the  property  which  was  originally 
conveyed  to  the  Government,  without 
consideration  by  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
for  a  particular  purpose,  is  now  surplus 
to  its  needs.  The  Department  of  the 
Army  under  the  bill  retains,  the  rights  to 
cross  the  land  involved  as  are  required 
for  the  operation,  repair,  maintenance, 
or  reconstruction  of  existing  or  future 
improvements  on  the  river. 

Because  the  property  is  no  longer 
needed  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
intended,  the  bill  does  not  violate  the 
Morse  formula. 


Mr.  President,  I  make  this  statement 
for  the  benefit  of  the  researchers  in  the 
Library  of  Congress,  who  apparently  do, 
not  understand  the  consistent  applic 
tion  of  that  particular  formula.  At  jflo 
time  have  I  applied  it  to  a  piecjr  of 
property  which  was  given  to  th^^ed- 
eral  Government  by  a  State,  a  inunic- 
ipality,  or  other  donor  for  ^specific 
Federal  purpose  and,  when  yfeat  pur¬ 
pose  has  been  accomplished?  or  can  no 
longer  be  subserved,  the  property  went 
back  to  the  donor.  Thafes  not  like  the 
Oregon  case  which  came  up  earlier  this 
afternoon.  In  the  ioregon  ‘c»5<r  the 
property  was  given  feo  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment,  and  theiyCy  to  all  the  taxpay¬ 
ers  of  the  UnitecDstates,  as  an  out-and- 
out  gift.  It  beings  to  the  people  of  the 
United  Statesy?The  fact  that  now  a  city 
in  my  Stateyceeks  to  get  property  back 
without  any  consideration  at  all,  be¬ 
cause  it  was  originally  given  to  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Goirernment,  is  a  clear  violation  of 
the  Men  sc  formula. 

Lyr  me  repeat,  when  a  piece  of  prop¬ 
erty.  is  given  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
snt  for  a  specific  Federal  purpose  and 
re  Federal  Government  thereafter 
'  ceases  to  exercise  that  purpose,  the 
Morse  formula  is  not  violated  when  the 
property  is  then  given  back  to  the 
donor,  in  this  case  the  State  of  Ken¬ 
tucky.  It  is  not  a  violation  of  the  Morse 
formula.  y 

Mr.  COOPER.  Mr.  President,  I  ap¬ 
preciate  very  much  the  correct  state¬ 
ment  by  the  Senator  of  facts  which  are 
applicable  to  H.  R.  4503.  The  Senator 
from  Oregon  has  made  a  very  clear  dis¬ 
tinction  between  this  case  and  a  case  in 
which  he  calls  into  application  his  for¬ 
mula,  and  I  thank  him  for  his  statement.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  for  the  pur-Sequoia 
pose  of  eliminating  certain  lands  from  the  Sequoia  National  Park,National  Park, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  0fCalif* 
Agriculture,  is  hereby  authorized  to  exclude  from  the  Sequoia  Na-^G^usion  of 
tional  Park  not  to  exceed  ten  acres  of  land  situated  adjacent  to  thelan  s* 
boundary  of  the  park  in  township  17  south,  range  30  east,  Mount 
Diablo  meridian  and  at  a  place  where  the  Mineral  King  Road  inter¬ 
sects  the  east  line  of  said  township.  Land  so  excluded  shall  become  a 
part  of  the  Sequoia  National  Game  Refuge,  within  the  Sequoia  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.  Exclusion  of  such  land  from  the  park  and  the  addition  Notifica- 
thereof  to  the  Sequoia  National  Game  Refuge  of  the  Sequoia  National  tion  in 
Forest,  pursuant  to  this  section,  shall  be  effective  upon  publication 
of  notice  thereof  in  the  Federal  Register.
